Jones Forster, the originator oi* the Canadian 
branch of the family, cone to Canada in 1828, lie 
v.'as born in Brampton, Cumberland, England, and v.-aa 
a direct descendant of the Earldom of Ilindford, 
Scotland.

Ke was an ardent fisheriiian and delighted 
to catch salmon trout, '/he Credit River abounded 
Vi'ith salmon in those early days. 

In 1647 he and his son, J<^C erected a grist 
mill in the village of Churchville which proved 
profitable until he sold it, when, by a flaw in 
a title, he was unable to collect the sale price, 
and folloY/ed his son, '/homes, to Norval. 

Hero, he instituted services in connection 
with the liethodist denomination, holding these 
services in his home and not only preaching to 
the people but singing to theau as v/ell. His A 
congregation increased until it was large enou)^ 
to meet in the schoolhouse. 

LIr. Forster spent his last years in Glenv/llliams 
in a neat brick cottage v/hich he had erected near 
the river.

John Forster caiiie to Canada from Brampton, Co. 
Cumberland, Sn^land, when only 9 years of ago, along 
with his parents and brothers. 

John and his brother, William, served in the 
Mackenzie Rebellion of 1837 at Niagara - they were 
in iiontgomery'3 Squad, which was recruited from 
Dixie and Islington. In later,years, night aft^r 
night, John would recount tales of the Rebellion. 

One time he had his hat shot off his head. Another 
time he was sleeping in a hay loft, and a big cannon 
knovra as "The Grandmother" shot the roof off the 
barn vhere he was sleeping. 

He joined Gardner's llethodist Church at 
Britannia in 1842 T;ith which he held an official 
position for 30 years. Class leader for 25 years. 

There was a Forster band, called the LleadoYrvale 
Band, organized about 18-70, and every member of the band 
was a Forster, and sons of John Forster, except one 
member, Joseph Fulton of St.eetsvilie,. who v/as a 
relative of the Forsters.
